Wabhinoton, Sept SI.— Assistant Attor* 
nay Ganeral Maury, wben aakad Ua opinion 
rignnUaf tba nppwl ct ttia CMoaco An- 
■nkMrlo tha Uallad Stataa tnphmt oonrl 
to-day, said it waa no nnoommou thing for 
■tate caaea to be taken to the supreme court 
for writs of error, the grounrtH for the ap- 
plication lieing the interpretation of a 
statute or a (lut-Ktioii atft'i'tinkC tliH rii^hf.i or 
personai liberty of tbe subject as granted to 
him vndar tha oooatitatioa In fact thaaa 
are the only grounds on which tie case can 
come before tbe court. 

Section 700, revised statutes, in ezpretis 
terms, confers this power upon the court 
Tbe question then waa^ whether any Federal 
statute needed to be interpretod, or whether 
the rights of the condemned men had lieen 
violated and not fully protected as granted 
by tbe oonstitutioc, or if the laws of Illinois, 
under which they had been tried, were in 
conflict with the constitution. 

Concerning these points, Mr. Maury con- 
fessed that be could offer no poKitire 
opinion, because the newspaper accounts 
didn't set forth with sufflcient clearness the 
issues on which tbe appeal would be based. 
If tbe writ of error was granted it would be 
because it was shown that some such points 
as be bad mentioned waa reviewable. The 
general management or conduct of the case 
couldn't be oonBidere<L As an illaitration 
he oited a Virginia appeal, a voluminous 
chancery case, where the only point in* 
Tolved, as far as tbe supreme court was oon- 
oamed, waa tba interpretation of tha ward 
'Yraod" In the bankmptcy act. 

Mr. Maury waa asked if an appeal would 
be granted because of Spies assert inK that 
the state has placed his life in jedpui dy, 
owing to its having ransacktxl his private 
drawers, and there found a copy of the 
famous "revenge" circular, ami which flo- 
ured so prominently in the trial. Mr. 
Maury's answer waa t tint the itate had a 
right to use all the evidence it oould get, 
and unless that evidence wa« proourpd by 
unconstitutional mean;) it would not atr><ct 
tbe case. Spies might, if he lil<e<l. tiring an 
action of trespass or larceny n^ramst the de- 
tective who purloined the oircular, and the 
oonrt might deciiie that no treepaii or lar- 
ceny had been cdaimitted. 

If a supreme court justice crants a writ 
of error the attorney general of Illinois, 
representing the ilefendant ib error, will 
submit a printed brief in support of the 
judgment of the state court tieini; afTlriiKxl. 
There will probably b« no arKuinnnt Injfore 
the court. The granting of the writ act* as 
a stay of execution, and if the Anarchiita 
■nooeed in getting tlie writ and the supreme 
coort affirms the validly of the iwntence, 
tbaj will have Wn«d • tartikar 
If nothing else.

Ear Wist, Fia., B^pt at.— A cartload of 
dynamite, enough to olow up Havana, was 
diribovered bidden in tbe woods, near this 
city, yesterday.

It 
would not re(iuire any change in the rev- 
enna laws of that country to bring about 
such a result. The law of aapply and 
demand would effect it. 
- "If there could be an immediate in- 
oreaaa of twenty milliona in tha popula- 
tion of PennayWania the wages of labor 
here would suddenly fall below half the 
present rate, the present or any other 
high tariff to the contrary notwitbstand- 
Int;- The law of supply and donUUld 
would again be inexorable. 

"And yet theae arants wonld only ex- 
changeflie natural condition under which 
labor now tinda employment in England 
and Pennsylvania leapactiyely. It is 
therefore clear as a sunbeam that tariff 
laws cannot protect the wages of labor."

Ia 1T48 Laborde 
came to Mezloo, then very poor and very 
young, bat by a series of fortunate mining 
■peculations he soon bsoame Immensely' 
I wealthy. Ones be lost his vast fortvns. bvl 
'regained it hi a tew yean,- and at hSkdMk 
Kave it all to the ohnroh. Here in Cassia* 
vaca h^ built a "hooBO retlro," or pleasure 
garden, on a more magnitloent ecale than any 
that hadi^n attempted since the days of tbe 
Astec arra Teacuooan monarcba. 

Thia splendid work of nearly 150 yean ago 
is still in tolerable preaerration, and visitors 
•re admitted to all its beauties, to remain as 
as they please, at the cost of a reed 
^elve cents) per capita. Adjoining the 
frounda are • church and a convent, also 
founded by the pioiu Laborde, which are 
now going rapi<Uy to decay. Thia grim oki. 
pile of build'ngs runs back from one of tba 
prtncipnl streets of the town to the brink o 
tbe we>it«rn ravine, and wild tales are told 
of gbr*<ta ill cowls and heuii>on g^rdlee 
prowling al>out this portion of the barranca.
